The decrease in sales o f Thrift. 
stamp* du ring tjje mo nth o f Janu ary 
has been less than wo u ld be ex pect­ 
ed co nsidering the weather, the early 
clo sing ho u rs, and the irregu larity 
o f the careers in making their ru ral 
ro u tes du e'to the ro ad co nditio ns. 
Last mo nth, abo u t $2,500 wo rth o f 
the stamps and war certificates were 
so ld and Po stmaster G. P. Hu nt pre­ 
dicts that o v er two tho u sand do llars 
wo rth Of stamps and certificates will 
be so ld, with \o niy sev eral 
hu ndred 
do llars decrease in the amo u nt o f 
last mo nth, du ring Janu ary . 
Last mo nth’s mark, co nsidering it 
was the first 
du ring/ which the 
tamps were o n sale, was a v ery 
su ccessfu l o ne, mo re so than, ev en 
the mo st 
o ptimistic had gu essed. 
The ru sh o f sales 
that 
co ntinu ed 
thro u gh the entire mo nth might hav e 
been taken 
as an indicatio n that 
part o f the sales were being made 
o n the strength o f the no v elty o f 
the idea. The way in which the sales 
are keeping u p in spite o f weather 
co nditio ns and the lag in all lines o f 
bu siness pro v es, ho wev er, that per­ 
so n^ who hav e bo u ght 
the stamps 
hav e do ne so in earnest and intend 
to persev ere in this line o f sav ings. 
In the spring, when the weather 
permits mo re perso ns to get do wn 
to wn and the carriers to make mo re 
regu lar 
ro u tes, the 
sale o f the 
stamps will be lau nched ev en mo re 
v igo ro u sly than it has been in the 
past. 
Arrangements 
were 
partly 
made by the state ‘headqu arters to 
hav e a sectio nal meeting 
to bo o st 
the sale in co nnectio n with lite co u n­ 
ty war co u ncil. Becau se o f ro ad 
co nditio ns 
and 
the way in which 
Ru sh co u nty has respo nded 
to all 
patrio tic demands, 
it has been de­ 
cided no t to ho ld the war co u ncil so , 
the Thrift stamp meeting likewise 
will no t Co nv ene.

Ev ery day since he was 
appo inted co u nty enro lling agent, a 
half do zen o r mo re men hav e applied 
at his headqu arters in the sheriff’s 
o ffice fo r info rmatio n o n enlistment 
in ‘the v ario u s branches o f the .ser­ 
v ice.
